The gold belt has been traced for 


many miles, and is an auriferous, de- 


osit of red oxide cement and quartz, 
he deposit being of wonderful magni- 
ude. It is a placer and quartz propo- 
ition in high bars and reefs running 
jack from the river, and can be worked 
n similar manner to that by which tho 
>reoious metals are extracted at the 
Homestake in the Black Hills. The 
irospectors who discovered the deposit 
ent eighty pounds of the gravel to 
3arson where a mill test was made, the 
result showing $16 of gold to the toa. 
Other teats have yielded results show- 
ng all the way from. $12 to $16 per ton. 
.Immediately upon the first favorable 
showing the Bernhard Mining Co., se- 
cured possession of 25 claims or more 
and are preparing to put iii the neces- 
sary machinery for the testing of ihe 
ores.

In Egypt, Syria and 
India there is but one, and that the on 
which has been in use for thousands o 
years. The plow described by Virgil 
81 B. 0., is in use in many country dis 
tricts of Italy today. In 1618 patent 
were taken out by David Ramsay aa 
Thomas Wildgoose for "engines to plow 
grounds, whether inland or upland.' 
In ihe Scriptures - plowing with differ 
ent kinds of animals hitched togethe 
was forbidden on account of tho crueltj 
involved by the unequal draft irnpbsei 
upon animals of different sizes working 
in the same harness. In China the plow 
is a sacred implement, and models ar 
consecrated in tho temples of the gods 
As early as 1S4D steam plows were pat 
ented ii: t}io United States.

The purpose of the 
book was,to define the doctrines,.disci- 
pline and ritual of the, English church, 
so that uniformity should be secured in 
Great Britain* This book was the di- 
rect origin of a denominational title in 
England, for, after : its publication, 
Sampson, dean of Christ church, in Ox- 
ford, and Humphrey, professor, of divin- 
ity at Oxford university, with others, 
dissented from •some of . the doctrines it 
contained; hence they were called non- 
conformists.
